Our I'ositiou. 

A oonvalsivo and not vory scrupulous 
attompt is being made to plaoo this 
journalin a falsa position with respect 
to the railway terminus controversy 
now going on in thin community ; and, 
inasmuch as it is not impossible that 
sorno minds might become mystified by 
the diurnal out-put of au imppssiblopo; 

' liticial soismatio, wo maybe excused lor 
offoriog a few words in explanation of 
our position. From the inception of tlio 
controversy this journal took t ha posi- 
tion that the agitation was illtimod, 
promised no praotical beuelicial resultn, 
and might load to much harm. Hav- 
ing agreed to givo the Dominion Gov-' 
eminent two years (this Colony offered 
them three) in which to oomploto tho 
necessary survoys, wo held that it waa 
unreasonable to ask that Government 
virtually to docido both tho routo and 
the terminus of tho transcontinental 
railway before Union, and, consequently, 
before tho survey could posubly bo 
-ommenced, that it was out of the pow- 
er ot tho Canadian Government to con- 

• code such a thing ; and, moreover, we 
took the position that should this un- 
reasonable demand take tho form of a 
sine qua non of) onion— -a proposition 
long denied, bat, nevertheless, intended 
by its advocates,— it would render Con- 
federation impossible and, consequently, 
tho railway and all tho other public 
works and benefits comprised in tho 
Terms equally impossible. Wo bold the 
natural advantages presented by Victo- 
ria and Esquimalt to bo po palpable and 
so great as to insure the terminus being 
hero, should no insurmountable engineer" 
iug diflicultios ho found to present them- 
selves in tbo way of bringing tho trans- 
continental railway across tho waters 
which separato Vancouver Island from 
the Mainland ; and wo stated it ub our 
determination to exert ovory effort, ut 
the proper timo and in tho proper way, 
towards securing the terminus at a 
point which would not only render tho rail- 
way a greater benefit to this the principal 
commuuity in the Colony, but which 
would greatly contribute towards its 
successes as an international highway, 
by giving it an enormous advantage in 
point of terminus over tbe Northern 
Pacific Railway with which it must be 
thrown iuto morodireot competition fur 
tho carrying trade of Europe and Asia. 
But, while such was our aim and object, 
it was impossible- to conceal from cur- 
selves the fuct that while the preset. t 
agitation was illtir-.ed aud impossible of 
practical bonifie'al results, it might take 
a form which, should its proinoiers suc- 
ceed in securing a majority in tho Log- 
lature — a rathor improbable eontiugon- 
y— might break up tho Terms and it,* 
definitely delay Confederation. And 
the worst of tho story was that delay 
did not mean hotter terms, could not 
imply impossible concessions; for it 
must be plain that if Confederation 
were delayed five years, there would 

' still exist thoobvions necessity of mak- 
ing tho survey before locating the route 
andterminus of thetrans-contiuantuirail- 
way. Thus far our ohjoct was tfco sumo 
as that by which tho othor party profess 
to be actuated; tbo chief difference 
being that wo propose to attain that 
object in what wo conceived to be a 
legitimate, officacious and safe way, 
There is, however, another point in 
ro-pect of which this journal has bad t» 
differ with tho parti alluded to. Even 
coulditbo mado to appear that thotraas- 
continental railway cannot and will not 
fiud a terminus at Victoria and Esqui- 
mau, wo would still bo unprepared to 
reject Confederation upon the Terms 
now before tho country. In the fust 
plaro this community ia scarcely in a 
position to say that the whole colony 
shall be deprived of tho admittedly 
enormous advantages of Confederation 
simply and sololy because the terminus 
of tho transcontinental raiiwuy cannot 
bo secured to it. It might be misled 
iuto the falso position of ranting such a 
declaration; but it appears to us ex- 
tremely problematical as to whether it 
could curry the point. In the second 
place, we do not think so ill ol the posi- 
tion and natural advantages ot Victoria 
as to admit nearly as much as its self- 
constituted champions admit, Uoquob- 
tionubly it would be greatly mere to the 
advantage of Victoria to have tho rail- 
way terminate here; and it is fitting 
that every legitimate effort should bb 
mado to bring it. But we are very far 
from belieoing that tbe terminus any- 
where else in tho colony means uttor 
ruiu to Victoria, Indood, oven if tho 
other local works and advantages prom- 
ised to Victoria in the Terms were left 
out of sight, it iB impossible to believe 
that a ohange which must confer such 
enormous advantages upon the Colony, 
as it isadmitted on ail bonds Confedera- 
tion will confer, could fail relatively to 
bon"fit this part of it To talk , there- 
fore about Confederation with the ter- 
minus anywhere olso being utter ruin to 
Victoria is simply to otter tbo most 
palpable nonsense — it is a moro appeal 
to local prejudices and passions, a wea- 
pon which the political demagogue 
knows so well how to wield. Such i*, 
in brief, tho position occupied by this 
journal, a position from which neither 
it nor anyone connected with it has in 
tho slightest degree swerved lrorn first 
to last. And it is tho position which 
must win "-which will stand firm alter 
tho waves of angry passl rt D and unreason 
shall have swept away tho uiisornhlo 
tricksters who gave rise to theia.

Tbo London Telegraph, of Sept. 17tb, says 
" The experiment! with the 6'atling battery 
gun ware commenced at Shoehuryness ou tho 
14th, and terminated yesterday ai far aa tho 
first programmo was concerned. Ia the course 
of a tew days tho ollicial report of the opera-, 
tions of tho " original mitrailleuse." as it is 
termed, 'will bain the hands ol tho public. 
.I/eanwbile, tho following casual details may 
no|t be uninteresting. On tho 14th, tho small 
Grvtliug gun, of forty-two one-hundredtbs of

iueh palibro was tried. This gun has ton 
ol barrels, aud is made of auy proper calibre 



as to suit tho musket cartridges used by dif- 
ferent governments. It was fired at tbo rate 
of 350 shots a minute. On tho 10th, tho oue- 
incb gun was tested. This is third or largest 
jiun uf the system, and is made with six. somo- 
times with ton barrels, and discharges solid 
bails half a pound in weight. It also uses a 
canister cartridge which contains sixteen 
balls. It also discharges explosive halls with 
gieat affect. At this test il discharged 25& 
half-pound balls iu one minute aud eighteen 
seconds, and riddled tho target ut 1,100 yards. 
Ou thu same day tho small gun (No 1) was 
again discharged at 1,400 yards, and mado an 
excellent target, tiring about 375 shots a 
minute. It was also Bred at duminha repre- 
senting a company front, on uneven ground, 
the men being disposed in irregular order. 
There wore 13'3 dummies, representing men, 
ninety-nine of wbum could have been killed. 
Tho average hits were four in each man, Yea. 
tordny the small gun was again lired at vari* 
ous ranges from 1 200 down to 400 yards at 
tnrgets and at dummies. Tho filing was at 
the same rate and speed as beforo, making tho 
same targets and producing tho same des- 
tructive effect among tho dummies. All on 
the ground seemed to agroa that they bad 
seen tbo operation of a weapon of unprece- 
dented power. '
